All veterans with disabilities which 
they believe originated in World war 
service should get formal claims on 
file with the United States Veterans' 
bureau at the earliest possible mo 
tnent, Is the advice issued by Watson 
B. Miller, chairman of the American 
Legion’s national rehabilitation com 
tnittee. 
The longer the veteran de 
lay s the more difficult will it be to 
obtain favorable consideration. Chair 
•mm Miller said. 
However, reports that the disability 
claims would be denied consideration 
by the bureau if not proven prior to 
June 7, 1927, were without founda­ 
tion, according to Miller after discuss­ 
ing thr matter with the* bureau’s of 
tici ds in Washington. 
* According to Miller, the erroneous 
reports must have been based upon 
to misunderstanding of certain instruc 
tions sent out to the field by the cen­ 
tral office of the bureau, calling at 
tention to the fact that June 7 was 
the last date on which evidence show­ 
ing service connection would be ac­ 
cepted unless certain requirements of 
the governing law were complied with. 
Miller stated that his office which 
the Legion maintains in Washington 
and the veterans’ bureau are substan­ 
tially in accord with the following 
outline of the situation relative to the 
filing and proving up of claims for 
disability benefits: 
A claim must be filed within five 
y ears from date of discharge or res­ 
ignation from service; within five 
y ears of death which occurred during 
service; or within five y ears of the 
beginning of the 10 per cent or great­ 
er disability , the director of the vet­ 
erans’ 
bureau having authority to 
grant a 
further extension of five 
y ears in his discretion. 
Evidence can be presented at any 
time in proof of any service incurred 
or aggravated disability when it can 
be shown that the disability was 10 
per cent or more within one y ear after 
discharge or resignation from service. 
In new claims care should be taken 
that the tiliug of prof of disability 
within one y ear from discharge from 
service does not conflict with the gross 
ten y eai's allowed for claiming. 
Wheu there is an oifidal record of 
the injury or disability during service 
or at the time of separation from serv­ 
ice, the disability is compensable but 
subject to the time limitations for 
filing. 
In tuberculosis and neuropsy chiatric 
cases where presumtive service con­ 
nection is claimed under the terms of 
section 200 of the World War Veter­ 
ans’ Act, evidence of the existence of 
the disease within the presumtive pe­ 
riod (prior to January 1, 1925) could 
have been submitted subsequent to 
June 7, 1927. Only a few cases were 
affected by the limiting date of June 7.

Disting uished Service 
Awa id Pro g ra m in Ohio 
The American Legion department 
of Ohio has anunounced that dating 
from May 1, 1927, u Distinguished 
Service Award will be issued in the 
form of an insignia with the Legion 
lapel button. The action was decided 
upon because for seven y ears in mem­ 
bership effort the Ohio Legionnaires 
have rendered valiant service in the 
work without individual recognition. 
About 4.67 per cent of the men ana 
women in Ohio served in the World 
war, according to a statement issued 
by the state headquarters of the Le 
gion in Columbus, and this percentage 
is used to fix a basis of award for the 
Distinguished Service insignia. 
Each 
county is considered a unit. The num­ 
ber of eligibles is estimated as 4.67 
per cent of the population in 1920. 
The number of members of the Le­ 
gion is deducted from the number of 
eligibles in the county and this num­ 
ber in turn is divided by the number 
of Legionnaires, the quotient being the 
basis of award, or the number of men 
each Legionnaire must bring into the 
organization to earn the award. 
As an illustration, the 19220 popula­ 
tion of Adams county , Ohio, was 22,- 
403. The total eligibles is estimated 
at 1,046. The number of Legionnaires 
on April 30 was 29. The number of 
eligible non-Legionnaires was 
1.017, 
and the number that each member of 
Adams county must enroll in the Le­ 
gion is 35 to earn the Distinguished 
Service Award. The award is made 
to the man direct as soon as his post 
reports to state headquarters that he 
has enrolled the required number.

quench the enthusiasm of the thou­ 
sands of their countrymen who wel­ 
comed them home in the New York 
port. 
The city tug, Mace rn, tied up dur­ 
ing the morning to the Leviathan on

fliers had

back 
Commander Richerd E. Byrd, leader 
of the. scientific air expedition in the 
roonfedane America, was the first to 
board the Macorn, there to be greeted 
by his aged mother. 
He was followed by his pilot, Bert 
Acosta; his engineer, George Noville, 
and his relief man, Bernt Balchen. 
After them came Clarence Chamber­ 
lin, pilot of the 
plane 
Columbia, 
which preceded the America across 
the sea. 
As harbor craft tooted 
a 
shrill 
welcome and gay 
bunting 
flapped 
from every mast, Acosta and Noville 
were greeted by their wives, and No­ 
ville also by 
his parents. 
Byrd’s 
wife awaited him 
at 
the 
Battery 
and Chamberlin’s was with him, hav­ 
ing 
accompanied 
him 
back 
from 
Europe. 
Charles A. Lindbergh, the pioneer 
New York-to-Paris flier, was on the 
Macom with a grin of welcome, and 
so was Floyd Bennett, Byrd’s first 
choice for pilot, who was seriously

The progress of the Macom up the 
bay was a triumphal marine parade, 
the guns of Governor’s Island boom­ 
ing a salute and fireboats leading the 
way with plumes of water. 
At the Battery a crowd of thou­ 
sands, augmented enormously just as 
the Macom docked, by the workers 
in surrounding office skyscrapers re­ 
leased for lunch, broke into prolong­ 
ed cheers and jostled forward to get 
a glimpse of the air quintet.
